Bedtime tradition finding new life with Chicago groups

Everybody’s got a story. 


And more locals are excited to tell theirs, whether from the center of a semi- 


circle in an intimate boutique or onstage at a packed-to-capacity bar. 


Story slams, kissing cousins to poetry slams, are emerging on the local scene, 


according to some participants and event organizers who spoke to RedEye, as en- 


thusiasts look to restore face-to-face interaction they say increasingly is lost amid 


avatars, tweets and fleeting Facebook updates. 


“Storytelling is incredibly old-school. ... It is 
the world’s first art form,” said Sarah Jenness, 
national producing director of The Moth Sto- 
rySLAM, a white-hot monthly storytelling 
competition that, after 14 years in New York, 
spread its tale-telling tentacles to Chicago in 
September. 

The Moth, currently in four cities, will ex- 
pand to at least two, possibly four, more cities 
next year, Jenness said. And the popularity of 
slams even has spread to the celebrisphere. 
Famous Moth participants include Moby, 
Margaret Cho, DMC and Ethan Hawke, 
drawing even more attention to the trend. 

What’s the draw? People just want to tell 
their stories, uninterrupted and uninhibited, 
said Bill Hillmann, founder of Windy City 
Story Slam, which meets monthly at Empty 
Bottle in Ukrainian Village. 

“You get a rush when you do it,” said Hill- 
mann, 28, who founded the event in 2007 and 
originally ran it out of an art space in Hum- 
boldt Park. 

The former amateur boxer said up to 600 
people can be expected at the circle’s annual 
national competition, some traveling from 
across the country to attend and support their 
city. 

“The best nights are when you get four, five 
or six stories of people who bring something 
so unique, so much personality and life ex- 
perience and they’re willing to share it with 
strangers,” Hillmann said. 

People from all professions and back 
grounds participate in the story slams Red- 
Eye explored, and word-of-mouth keeps the 
circles widening. 

“Every single time I come, I bring a whole 
different mess of folks and encourage other

storytellers to try it as well,” said Dana Norris, 
a Lincoln Square resident who has competed 
in The Moth four times. 

Norris, 31, said the experience is thrilling. 

“The audience is very honest. The judges 
are very honest,” she said. “All are very recep- 
tive, if not kinda drunk.” 

Storytelling fulfills a basic human need, ac- 
cording to Cara Brigandi, co-founder of Chi- 
cago slam group Grown Folks Stories. 

“We need to look at each other, hear inflec- 
tion and see the way the human body moves 
when we're telling a story,” said Brigandi, a 
36-year-old marketing executive from Lincoln 
Square. “That’s what connects us.” 

Grown Folks Stories, which is held in 
Wicker Park’s Silver Room, also is experienc- 
ing a surge of interest, Brigandi said. She cre- 
ated the storytelling circle along with Silver 
Room owner Eric Williams after determining 


The story slam format varies from group to group, with some insisting on true stories, 
while others are open to flights of fiction. Some, such as New York-based The Moth 
StorySLAM, evaluate and award participants who adhere to a theme, while others encour- 
age the judgment-free sharing of stories of any kind. Some circles are open to reading, 
while others insist that tellers commit most of their material to memory. 


that the funny stories they shared with each 
other needed to be expanded to a much larger 
group. That monthly group, which started 
with 15 attendees, now holds steady at about 
120, according to Brigandi, and may even out- 
grow its current space. 

Grown Folk Stories regular Chauncey Hol- 
lingsworth, 36, initially was scared to share a 
story about an early sexual experience with 


strangers, but after losing his figurative GFS 
virginity this past winter, the Roscoe Village 
resident is hooked. 

“I was on a bus and a girl came up randomly 
and asked, ‘Were you at Grown Folks Stories?’ 
and I told her I was,” Hollingsworth said. “She 
told me it was a great story, got off the bus and 
that was that. It was fantastic and it made my 
day.”

has been charming Lincoln Parkers since open- 

ing in April. Of course, there’s not much Lincoln 
Park loves more than a wine bar—except, perhaps, 
brunch. And now Vintage 338 has that covered too. 
We checked in on the Sunday service to see how it’s

With about 
half as much filling, this dish might have worked, 
but as it was, the sweet honey-cinnamon cream 
cheese filling made for a sweet overload.

Buzz factor: Weak. The watered-down coffee 
didn’t have much oomph.
